Muny Vacancies Created and Filled 
Again This Year. 

Annually there are a large num- 
ber of changes in the teaching force 
of the College and this summer has 
been no exception to the rule. Many 
vacancies are always created by res- 
ignation, marriage, leave of absence 
and other reason and the Regents at 
their summer meeting confirm a large 
number of appointments and promo- 
tions. 

Following is the list of changes 
as con fired by the Regents: 

Harry L. Kent, a graduate of the 
Kansas State Normal and a graduate 
Btudent of the Kansas Agricultural 
College, the University of Wisconsin 
and the University of Chicago, has 
been appointed assistant to the sup- 
erintendent of the extension depart- 
ment, effective September 1.

In spite of the drouth the average 
yield in the blocks which were treat- 
ed by the station was 75 bushels to 
the acre. One block made 150 bush- 
els. Barnyard manure was tested 
out against some of the prepared 
fertilizers. 

Another set of experiments which 
will take several years will be start- 
ed. They will be in crops. Definite 
results will be secured since the 
"pidlgree" of each field for several 
years past is available.

or more students in many states of 
the Union. It will be Mr. Kent's 
business to build up a system of in- 
struction for the farmer who cattr 
not take the short course or the 
supplemental work of the institutes 
and who certainly cannot spare time 
to attend college. The correspon- 
dence course is designed to help this 
sort of farmer; to help school teach- 
ers wh->, later, intend to take the 
summer course in elementary agri- 
culture; to help business men, clerks 
machinists and other persons need- 
ing some knowledge of land and its 
possibilities. The course also Is de- 
signed to help farm women In study r 
ing cooking and sewing. The first 
reading course in agriculture in this 
country was in the Pennsylvania 
State College. It was originated by 
H. J. Waters, professor of agricul- 
ture in that college and now pres- 
ident of the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege. That reading course In Penn- 
sylvania now has more than 2,000 
students. The only other state In- 
stitutions giving a reading course are 



the Wisconsin and Chicago unlverstr 
ties. 

J The Kngllsh department has been 
divided into two" sections, one for 
English literature and Its history and 
one for English language. Dr. C. M. 
Brink, lor years professor of Eng- 
lish literature and r&nguage, be- 
comes head of the department of 
English literature at his own sug- 
gestion and in deference to the pol- 
icy, recently adopted, of divided de- 
partments whenever the best inter- 
ests of teaching would be served. 
J. W. Searson, associate progessor 
of English was made professor of 
English language, in conjunction 
with the school of printing and the 
department of industrial journalism. 
Harlan D. Smith, class of 1911, has 
been appointed assistant In indus- 
trial journalism. Mr. Smith's duties 
will begin August 1. 

F. Chllcott has been appointed 
superintendent of the Garden City 
experiment station. Mr. Chllcott, 
who is a brother of E. C. Chllcott, 
head of the cereal division of the U. 
S, Department of Agriculture, 1b 
now connected with the dry farnir 
ing work of the government. H. J. 
Umberger, now in charge with the 
government dry farming station at 
Cheyenn-3, Wyoming, has been ap- 
pointed assistant professor of agri- 
culture to have charge of demonstra- 
tion and experiment work In the 
western part of the state during 
growing seasons and to help in In- 
stitute work In the winter. The Col- 
lege is emphasizing, more htan ever, 
dry farming methods for western 
Kansas. Recently It has established 
at Tribune, Greeley county, Kansas, 
a dry farming station upon 160 acres 
contributed by the citizens, with nec- 
essary buildings, wells and equip- 
ment for the work. Mr. Umberger 
is a graduate of the Kansas Agri- 
cultural College and a native of 
Phillips county. 

L. E. Call, assistant professor of 
soils, has been promoted to asso- 
ciate professor of soils. F. C. Har- 
ris, an assistant in architecture, has 
been made an instructor. Edwin C. 
Miller, assistant in botany, becomes 
an Instructor. Miss Helen Huse, 
assistant in domestic science, be- 
comes an Instructor. u. P. John- 
ston, instructor in public speaking, 
now becomes assistant professor In 
charge of that work. J. E. Kammey- 
er 1b relieved of instruction In pub- 
lic speaking to give his whole time 
to economics. R. K. Nabours, in- 
structor in zoology, Is promoted to 
assistant professor.

Moving the Turbine. 

The steam turbine which furnish- 
es most of the power for the Col- 
lege Is being moved from its present 
location In the shops to the midrilt 
section < f the engineering building. 

A high concrete foundation has 
been cast upon which to place the 
turbine and Its generator. It will 
be some 8 or 10 feet above the pres- 
ent floor of the building and an- 
other floor will be constructed on a 
level with the floor of the turbine 
foundat'on. 

A huKe conrrete condenser also 
has been built in one corner of hte 
middle fc'ectfon which will be used in 
connection with the turbinf. 

The eight inch steam line has not 
yet been hung but will be in place 
by fall and the power for the Col 
lege will then be furnished from the 
engineering building. 

This building was built with th< i 
future n mind and though it is be- 
ing slowly equipped it will be one \ 
of the iv?ost complete engineering 
plants in the west. The other two 
sections have not yet been equipped 
but as soon a* tne honey and time 
is ava'lable they will be 
part of the huge engineering e:juip 
ment of K. S. A. C.

To Go to Europe. 

Professor Dean of the Entomology 
department will sail from New Or- 
leans next week with a ship load of 
flour in order that he may study the 
danger to It from transportation. 

Professor Dean is an expert in 
this line and will use his knowledge 
of insect life to see the danger to 
flour in shipping. He will also visit 
the milling centers on the Europe- 
an continent. Of his project the 
Milling and Gran News says: 

The state of Kansas is pre-emi- 
nent in many enterprises and Its 
enterprise Is pre-eminent. But the 
the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege has easily taken the lead of all 
other institutions of its kind in en- 
deavors and successful results^ 
which benefit the milling industry 
of the state. 

The trip of Prof. George A. Dean, 
of the Department of Entomology, 
to European flour importing cen- 



ters, is the, moBt recent evidence of 
interest, enterprise and Intelligence 
in dealing with the problems of 
millers, which the College has unr 
dertaken. 

Prof. Dean will start at New Or- 
leans on a steamer carrying flour 
shipments to Great Britain and in<- 
vestigate all the conditions which 
effect any possible damage to flour 
in transit. Being a trained observ- 
er of insect life and habits, he can 
ascertain not oniy what the real 
damage to flour shipments Is, but 
the most practical methods to adopt 
to control and prevent insect infes- 
tation. 

The flour millers of the entire 
winter wheat section, which ships 
largely for export through the gulf 
ports, will receive the benefit from 
his investigations. R. W. Light- 
burne, Jr., Export Agent of the 
Southwestern Millers' League, de- 
serves the credit for initiating the 
plan and assisting in carrying it 
out. In this one matter alone, the 
League has proved its worth to 
Southwestern millers.

VIRGIL BRYANT AN IXVENTOR 

K. 8. A. C. Boy?s Machine Will Rev- 
olutionize an Industry. 

Virgil Bryant, '10, was In Man- 
hattan this summer visiting friends 
and with him he carried a set of 
blueprint of a wonderful machine 
which is his own invention which 
he has had patented and has con,- 
rracted to a large machinery syndi- 
cate on the Pacific coast. The ma- 
chine s a bean piler, 

Bryant has taken his master's de- 
gree at fche University of California 
the pan year and worked for the 
University Agricultural department 
to help ray expenses. Last winter 
they sent him into southern Califor 
nia to investigate concernng the 
lima bean crop. Lima beans and 
beets are the two main crops of that 
section. When bryant arrived he 
found the natives piling their beans 
on the vine by hand. A crude sled 
with knives was used to cut the vines 
and wfnd-row them and then they 
were pi ed by hand. 

He got to studying and finally re- 
solved to invent a machine which 
would -lo the piling and his results 
are more than successful. The ma- 
chine is simple, but does the work 
and it is but another case of Colum- 
bus and the egg. Easy after some- 
one shows you hot. 

Mr. Biyant has sold his right tu 
sell to cne of the largest machinery 
comb' nations on the coast and the 
fact that they paid him a neat bonus 
and will pay him a heavy royalty on 
every machine sold speaks well for 
their faith in the invention. They 
also build the first machine at their 
own expense and pay him for dem- 
onstrating it. They offered him a 
small fortune outright, but Bryant 
refused having faith in the future 
of his machine and believing that 
the royalties will net him more than 
the sum offered. The manufactur- 
ers have also agreed to pay him a 
like royalty if they sell any other 
bean-pi ter. So they must have faith 
in It. 

The other large crop of souhtern 
California, the sugar beet also has 
to be topped by hand and the fact 
that there is a machine that will pile 
beans will mean that the latter crop 
will be more popular hereafter. The 
manufacturers who will produce the 
machine are confident that it will 
revolutionize the bean industry. It 
may also be used for cowpeas and 
similar crops. 

Mr. Bryant Is to be congratulated 
for his success and no doubt will 
realize i-*uch money from the ven- 
ture as well as be of an economic 
benefit to the agricultural industry 
of the country.

LOTS OF DOSKS. 



Over 000,000 Prescriptions at K. S. 
A. C. for Hog Cholera. 

More than 600,000 doses of anti 
hog cholera serum have been distrib- 
uted by the agricultural college with- 
in the last, two months. The demand 
at present for the serum from every ' 
part of the state is overwhelming. 
The results reported have been uni- ; 
formly excellent. President Waters 
says. M. M. Sherman, general man- 
ager and part owner of the 27,000 
acre Sherman ranch in Ellsworth 
county, reported to President Waters I 
yesterday that had it not been for 
the anti-cholera serum the Sherman 
ranch doubtless would have been put 
out of business, t so far as hogs are 
concerned. The ranch now has near- 
ly 7^)00 hogs in its pastures and 
feeding pens. Cholera has broken 
out four or five times in as many ; 
places among the scattered droves • 
within the last month. "By prompt , 
use of serum," Mr. Sherman wrote, 
"we have kept the deaths down to' 
150 head." Ordinarily, the mortality | 
would be from 75 to 100 per cent. 
The average saving by the use of ser- 
um is now more than 90 per cent. 
Every facility the college has at the 
serum plant Is used constantly to 
produce more of the valuable pre- 
ventive.

Ground. 

"Will the chinch ougs damage the 
new wheat this fall?" Farmers are 
asking that question of the agricul- 
tural college. Wheat sown on corn 
or on grassy or weedy plowed land, 
where bugs are now present in large 
mi inhere, is very likely to be dam- 
aged and may be destroyed, says 
T. J. Hcadlee, state entomologist. 
Wheat sown early Is In the most 
danger. Corn, grass, and weeds, if 
allowed to grow,, will keep the bugs 
alive iini.il the wheat is large enough 
and under such conditions crops 
have boen absolutely destroyed, says 
Mr. Headlee. 

Wheat pown in fields free from all 
growth r-nd, therefore, completely 
free from bugs is \ery likely to ex- 
perience no fall Injury. It would be 
well to avoid the "buggy field un- 
less all ^egetation can be destroyed 
and the bugs killed or driven out 
before wheat is sown.

Estimates of the amount of coal in 
the pile range from 1000 to 2000 
tons. At any rate the fire is a seri- 
ous one and has been burning for 
more than ten days. 

For more than a week two engines 
were employed to pour steam down 
Into the pile, but this apparently 
could not check the flre, for Thurs- 
day it broke out again with renewed 
energy and now threatens the fuel 
for the winter. 

The big Avery steam shovel has 
been set and Is removing the coal 
as fast as possible to a place of safe- 
ty. If the flre gains any headway 
at all it will be a race between the 
steam shovel and the flre to 
which can get the most coal. 

From five to six teams have been 
piling the coal up for winter since 
early last spring. If much of it 
should burn a shortage would occur. | 



necessary in the western part of the 
state where this year's crop of seed 
was injured by the drought. Wheat 
that is light and shrunken due to 
the lack of moisture during the de- 
velop mtjht of the crop often germin- 
ates poorly. All wheat of this char- 
acter that Is to be used for seed 
should be tested for germination. 

Soma shriveled wheat from West- 
ern Kansas was tested recently by 
the agronomy department of the ag- 
ricultural college. Germination tests 
as low sf 59 per cent were obtained. 
That means that more than one-half 
of such wheat when sown In the field 
will not £ row. Where it is necessary 
to sow shrunken wheat for seed it 
, ' should be carefully graded with a 
fanning mill and grain grader and 
only the largest kernels used.

The running track in the gym is 
fourteen laps to me mile and is layed 
with cork linoleum instead of the 
customary rubber pad.

The gym will be equipped 
with the most up-to-date devises for 
the training of the physical man and 
woman.

WATERS MARE A HIT 

K. 9. A, C. Head Told of Prosperity 
and Progress of Kansas. 

Kansas City, Mo.. Sept. 27. — 
President Waters, of the Kansas 
State Agricultural college, made the 
hit of the day in the opening ses- 
sion of the National Conservation 
congress. The Kansas delegation 
had chosen the president to answer 
for the state In the roll call. Presi- 
dent Waters followed Iowa to the 
platform. The Iowa delegate had 
told, glowingly, about the lakes and 
the resorts of his state, Its streams 
and its happy homes. The talk gave 
Mr. Waters his "cue." "Where there 
might he lakes in our state," he said, 
"we have fields of alfalfa and wheat 
and corn. We have happy homes, 
thousands of them. There are no hap- 
pier homes in the whole world. And 
nowhere is there such excellent 
reason for happiness, for Kansas — 
dry, compared to many states — is 
raising the finest, most temperate 
crop of boys and girls in the United 
States." 

It was plain that the congress, too. 
was "dry" for the delegates cheered 
and applauded as delegates do when 
a great notable enters a hall. They 
yelled the president's name, which 
seemed so happily chosen for a "dry" 
talk, and called for him to continue. 
In the five minutes allotted him he 
told the delegates how, since 1909. 
the farmers of the state had in- 
creased the number of silos from 62 
to more than 2,000. ThiB was the 
way, he said, to save the largest and 
best part of the corn, which had here- 
tofore been wasted.

SERUM PLA\T OVERTAXED 

Kpidemic of Hog Cholera in Kansas 
Mukes Doni iinri Too Great. 

The plant tor the manufacture of 
serum H>r the prevention of hog chol- 
era is vorking overtime and is unable 
to till tiie demand as there is a ser- 
ios outbreak of the dreaded disease 
among the porkers of the state. Last 
summer's dry weather was responsi- 
ble for the preservation of the germs 
and the usual outbreak of the disease 
is a couple of months early. The 
rains ot the summer usually kill 
enougn of the germs to warrant con- 
trol of the fall epidemic but the dry 
weathe^ of last summer, of course, 
is the cause of the serious condition 
this fall. 

The K. S. A. C. serum plant had 
thousands of doses of the serum in 
storage ready for the accustomed fall 
demand, hut this is all gone. There 
seems to he no relief in sight and 
the pigs are still dying. 

The plant is an expensive project 
the Cc liege having thousands of dol- 
lars tied up in sei am alone ( when 
they are able to. make a surplus) and 
tl e pftgg for innoculation must be 
bought before there is any income 
'rom the ale of the serum. 

'i he available serum which was 
sent oat will all be used to advan- 
tage, but it is unfortunate fchat the 
entire lemand cannot be filled. As 
the plant grows and develops and 
more money for its use is available 
the College will be in a position to 
handle even these serious outbreaks 
of cholera which works so much de- 
vastation among the hogs of Kansas.

Veterinary Department Endeavoring 

to Furnish Enough Serum for 

Kansas. 

Dr. Burton R. Rogers and R. V. 
Christian ar e in Kansas City doing 
work for the State along the line 
of furnishing the state of Kansas 
with enough serum to counteract the 
serious outbreak of hog cholera 
which has been raging rampant this 
fall. 

At the serum plant it is necessary 
to innoculate a healthy pig and then 
wait ten days before he takes down 
with the disease before he can fur- 
nish any serum. 

At the Kansas City packing hous- 
es diseased pigs come in every day 
and they are capable of furnishing 
serum without wait ntge^dsyn 1* '4 
serum without waiting ten days be- 
fore taking the disease. The two 
representatives of the Veterinary de- 
partment are taking th e serum from 
these diseased hogs and sending it 
here for the plant of the College 1: - 
inanuf art ure and distribute. 

The packing houses let the blood 
be taken from these animals as soon 
as they are condemned and before 
they go to the soap factory a post- 
mortem examination is mad** to be 
•ure that it is cholera which the hogs 
ure afflicted with. 

This arrangement is going to re 
lieve the situation as the plant could 
not innoculate the hogs last enough 
to furnish the necessary serum. 

As it is the plant is working ov- 
ertime in an effort to cope with I he 
epidemic.

Dairy commissioner Burch is busy 
with a new system for the testing of 
cream. Under this system the milk 
will be tested for acidity as well as 
for per cent of butter fat. While the 
the plan is not definitely decided upon 
at present it probably will be adopted. 



Several of the leading dairymen of 
the state suggested that a test be 
found by wheih the milk brought by 
the farmers to the creameries should 
be tested for its quality. This sum- 
mer Mr. Burch, William Droge, dep- 
uty dairy commissioner, and A. W. 
Rudnick, of th e dairy department, 
carried on experiments at several 
different creameries of the state. 
When the milk was brought in a 
small amount was subjected to an 
alkali test to determine the acidity. 
All the milk that tested five-tenths 
of one per cent or less, was graded 
as No. 1 quality. All testing more 
than five-tenths was graded No. 2. 
The result was that the farmers be- 
gan to take better care of the milk.

Kansas" Deserted us and 
Juyhawkers Lurk Prevailed, 

Well, gentle reader, guess you will 
have to admit now that we have a 
real football team anyway? Some 
game wasn't it? Too bad about the 
score, but as one of our players said 
after the game, thought he would 
go to K. U. and get lucky! There 
is a great deal of truth in that too. 
Kansas has seemed, for the last few 
seasons, to just he lucky, if not clev- 
er enough, to be able to defeat us. 

In Saturday's game we played rings 
around them. Why, In spots they 
played the most ragged exhibition of 
football that has been played on our 
field so far. Their only redemption 
was the plucky little Hell and their 
toe artist Delaney. In twenty kfeka 
Delaney covered 83i> yardB while 
our kickers covered 89a in twenty- 
two tries, averaging 41.7 yards for 
Kansas and 40.(i yards for us. De- 
laney is a pretty punter. He kicks

The rest of their team barely an-

A Model Irrigating Plant May be In- 
stalled at the Stevenson Farm.

Carl Stevenson, who last spring 
bought 100 acres of fine bottom 
land from J. Harner, has plans under 
way for a model irrigating plant that 
he will install this winter and by 
next spring the plant will be work- 
ing.

Keeps Trolley Pole From Jerking 
Roof Off th,> Cars. 

The double truck cars of the Man- 
hattan City & Interurban railway 
company, on the main line, have been 
e quipped with an apparatus known as 
a "trolley catch." As every one 
knows, trolleys do a great deal of 
jumping off. The local street rail- 
way company bought the little con- 
trivance which may he attached to 
either end of the cars, depending on 
which way the ca~ Is going. It is 
always on the rear. The trolley rope 
is fastened to the contrivance and 
works on a small drum. When the 
trolley pole raises up the rope un- 
winds off the drum and when the 
trolley comes down, the rope wraps 
around th e drum again. In case of 
a quick jerk on the rope — such as 
is experienced when the trolley comes 
off, — the drum refuses to unwind, 
and the result is that the trolley 
cannot raise more than a few inches 
above the cable.

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Another QueHtion Mark Arises on the 
Football Horizon. 

By defeating tiie strong State Nor- 
mal team, 9 to I, last Saturday, a 
new dark horse has risen on the 
football map In the shape of the 
Fairmount College team of Wichita. 
The playing of this eleven has caus- 
ed a great deal of comment to be ren- 
dered as to which team In the Tope- 
ka conference really has the call for 
the impending state championship.

But to get back to Fairmount, we 
must say that It looks like a tough 
proposition.

Undoubtedly Kansas was outweighed 
both in the backfleld and line and it 
is the opinion of the Jayhawker men- 
tors that no team In the West coula 
have crossed the "Aggie" goal line 
nine times last Saturday as did Ne- 
braska the week before. 

Because the game was close Sat- 
urday and because Kansas was out- 
played In some departments of the 
game the enthusiasts are not

Coach Sherwin of Kansas struck 
the key note of the situation when 
he said "we were lucky to win," in 
speaking of last Saturday's game.

Measures of policy pleasing a few but 
injuring many — favorable to classes 
not masses are to set aside as not 
worthy of the attention of patriots. 
Whatever the end of which is to 
make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer, must b** effectually cancelled 
and only those measures that deal 
partially with all shall be Indorsed 
and made operative. The "love of 
country" declares in the under-tones 
that revenue accruing out of the 
depravity of man and increasing it 
is ill-gotten and carries With It a 
curse — not a blessing. It declares too 
that such a procedure Is unthinkable 
in a land of patriots. (Signed.)

A WRONG SPIRIT 

"A large number of the students 
at the Kansas State Agricultural 
college are certainly lacking In that 
element of reBpect and courtesy that 
ought to be shown by one opponent 
for another. For years there has 
always been the keenest rivalry be- 
tween the two large state institutions 
but the actions of many of the Farmer 
rooters at the game last Saturday 
displayed a low degree of sportsman- 
ship that ought not exist In any in- 
stitution that has passed the high 
Bchool stage. When the University 
band appeared on the deld and 
marched before the Aggie rooting 
contingent, they were greeted with 
Jeers, cat-calls and hisses and the 
bleachers continued to use these 
marks of disrespect toward the team 
throughout the game. We know that 
the better class of K. S. A. C. stu- 
dents loon with disfavor upon the 
disrespectful actions of some of the 
rooters, but it Is a pity that in any 
state school there should be any 
number of students who are so blind- 
ed by prejudice that they cannot dis- 
tinguish between school loyalty and 
rowdyism."

TUP: CITY PARK. following the 
driveway to the northwest, as it now 
is, emerging again at Manhattan Ave- 
nue. Let the down town pavement 
on 4th street be extended from Main 
ro Leavenworth, giving the proper 
nnneftion there. 

Fom advantages In a route thruug 
the park are the following: 

( 1 ) The cost of that pavement 
through the park would be taxed , 
against the entire city as a whole. 1 

(2) The paved strip through the 
park need not be very wide, thus 
'ightening the cost, and the construt- 
cion will not interfere with every- 
day traffic, like it would on regular 
streets. 

(3) The park would thus be 
«hown on* to everybady who used the \ 
street to travel to the college, on 
foot, in automobiles, or in rigs of 
any kind. 

(4t The park is not allowed to be 
used when muddy, but with a paved 
driveway this difficulty is removed. 

(5) It is a short cut reducing 
the distance considerably to the col- 
lege, on account of the pavement go- 
ing diagonally across lots. The sav- 
ing in distance is an important item. 
Now what are the objections to this 
rout-??

The large score in the Nebraeka- 
Mlssourl game not only surprised the 
Show-Me people but also the follow- 
ers of the Nebraska eleven. It is 
estimated by good authorities, that 
the Cornhuskers played 100 per cent 
better football than they did against 
Minnesota, and that Is going some.

Stock Judging Pavilion. 

The carpenters are putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the Stock Judging 
pavilion. This pavilion in approxi- 
mately 100 by 116 feet and contains 
two smaller pavilions besides stalls 
for sales and judging stock. These 
pavilions are of equal size and oc- 
cupy the north and south halves of 
the building except for the four- 
teen feet stall between with 
three rows of seats and two extra 
rows in the corners, extends around 
on each side of the pavilion. The 
pavilions are connected by a ten- 
foot archway. The stalls for the 
stock are eleven in number on each 
side of the archway. The stalls pro- 
per are eight feet long, but there Is 
a passageway in front of the stalls, 
which takes up the remainder of the 
space. The pavilions are to be so 
divided that four stock judging class- 
es can be held in the building at one 
time. They are to be used not onij 
for stock judging but also for the 
State Farmers Institutes, large sales 
and meat cutting exhibitions. A 
heat tunnel Is being dug from this 
building to the man hole of another 
heat tunnel east of the Veterinary 
building. This will make the pa- 
vilions warm and comfortable and a 
great improvement over the present 
stock Judging pavilion.

ABOUT THE MEDICAL PEE 

How Your Extra Incidental Fee Will 

be Spent. 

The plan for administering the 
Student Sick Benefit Fund was given 
in chapel by President Waters, but 
because of many inquiries concerning 
it we have been asked to print the 
rules here. Though lengthy we give 
them in entirety, for your reference. 
Purpose. 

Whereas the Legislature of the 
State of Kansas has authorized the 
Regents of the Stx«e Agricultural 
College to charge each student a fee 
of fifty cents per term for the pur- 
pose of creating * student sick bene- 
fit fund and for its administration by 
the Board. of Regents as follows: 

Whereas it is estimated that this 
fee will, yie|d in the College year of 
three terms the sum of twenty-six 
hundred dollars ($2600), the author- 
ities of the College, regarding this as 
purely a fund to reserve the personal 
health of the students, rather than 
a fund for conserving public health, 
purpose to expend said sum in the 
following ways: 

(1) To insure prompt and compe- 
tent medical or surgical treatment, 
or both, to all students, regardless 
of financial conditions, the regularly 
regist?i ed physicians and surgeons of 
the city of Manhattan have been in- 
duced to agree to examine and pre- 
scribe for all students and to perform 
all surgical operations required, with 
such exception as are noted below, 
during the College year of three 
terms for a sum not to exceed eigh- 
teen hundred dollars ($1800). 

(2.) To employ a graduate nurse 
to assist physicians and to assist in 
other way in conserving the general 
health of the tudent body, at a sal- 
ary of eight hundred dollars ($800) 
for the College year. 
Regulations Governing Free Medical 
Service. 

(1) Any student in good standing 
and in constant attendance on the 
College may secure from the College 
Secretary a card o fc credentials to 
the physician whom he desires to 
consult. This card will enable him 
to secure free medical treatment from 
this physician. (Medicine required 
must be paid fox by the student, ex- 
cept In emergency calls where it can- 
not be had, when tne physician will 
furnish medicine from his own store 
sufficient to last until a supply can 
be obtained.) One card shall be valid 
for only one illness, and a new card 
must be secured if later the etudent 
again has occasion to consult a phy- 
sician. 

(2) Should Immediate medical at- 
tention become necessary at a time 
when such a permit cannot be secur- 
ed, the student may call one of the 
regularly registered physicians and 
surgeons of Manhattan. Later, upon 
presentation of evidence satisfactory 
to the committee on student health, 



the student shall be granted a card 
of his fee from the student sick ben- 
efit fund instead of from the student, 
(3) None of the money In this 
fund shall be paid out for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

(a) Treatment of diseases or In- 
juries contracted or experienced dur- 
ing absence from' College, except 
where such absence may be contrued 
as the fulfillment of College duty. 

(b) Treatment of diseases or In- 
juries between terms or of Illness 
brought into the city. 

(c) Mileage necessary in visiting 
students living outside the limits of 
the city of Manhattan. 

(d) Optical defects, such as astig- 
matism, etc. 

(e) Chronic cases of disease of any 
sort. 

(f) Treatment of diseases or in- 
juries contracted in disobedience to 
law or in subversion of the dignity 



of the College and of student con- 
duct.

Nebraska has a great football team 
and that some of the players should 
resort to such unsportsman-IIke ac- 
tions as this is hard on all of the 
players.

It was a gloomy day for Chi- 
cago as it puts them entirely out of 
the conference running. The result 
was the surprise of the west as Chi- 
cago was expected to keep the score 
down at a very close point. The 
Minnesota advantage In weight was 
too great however and the athletes 
of Stagg were humbled In a most 
over-whelming defeat. 

Ottawa University administered a 
crushing defeat to Qulgley's St. 
Marys aggregation on the Catholic 
field last Saturday afternoon. When 
the final whistle blew the count was 
1 S to against ins St. Marys school. 



In former years Quigley was always 
able to give the school a winning 
team but this year he has had hard 
luck, and St. Marys hasn't a peep in 
on the state honors. 

Nebraska will probably take back 
that statement now, the one in 
which they said that they had al- 
ready won the Missouri Valley 
Championship. The Corah uskers 
seemed to have conceived an Idea 
that somewhere there was a pennant 
being made for Nebraska and that 
no one else would have a chance at 
all. Of course they would have to 
go through their games, just as a 
matter of form, but there was no 
use of working for it when that was 
all unnecessary. They had made 
their reputation against Missouri 
and that would carry them through 
the remainder of the season. But 
the Oornhuskers were rudely awak- 
ened from their dream when they 
bumped shoulders with the Iowa 
Aggies last Saturday.

The address and formal papers 
are to be printed by the college this 
year and sent to every member of the 
340 farmers' institutes in the 105 
counties of the state probably by 
February 1.

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ALLEGES DISCRIMINATION. 

Alumnus Says Technical Courses Are 
Never Mentioned Publicly* 

(The following communication 
was sent to us, by the alumnus 
whose name Is signed at the close, 
under the caption, "More Team 
Work Needed." — Editor). 

1 have read, with interest, the 
account of the Harris Memorial and 
It seems to me that one thing was 
overlooked in this affair. Mr. Har- 
ris went to aKnsas as a Civil Engi- 
neer and was held in high regard 
in the profession. It seeniis only 
natural, considering the technical 
courses at Kansas State, that some 
mention should have been made of 
this fact. 

This omission seems only in keep- 
ing with the general policy of the 
publicity agents of the College. For 
some reason the very existence of 
the technical courses is kept shroud- 
ed in mystery while frantic efforts 
are bestowed on others by college 
publications. In illustration, hav- 
ing other than the "Herald " no 
means of keeping in touch with my 
Alma Mater, I know vaguely that 
the new Engineering building is fin- 
ished or nearly so. But I am ut- 
terly Ignorant as to whether or not 
they have any Hydraulls Laboratory 
equipment or any of the many other 
things planned for the new build- 
ing. However, I am blissful in the 
. knowledge, gleaned from late issues 
of the Herald, that there has been 
born to the College a new calf, gross 
weight ninety pounds, that there is 
a good apple crop in Brown county, 
that the dairy department made 4,- 
200 pounds of butter in an indefinite 
length of time, and that a buncii 
of cows departed for Dodge City. 
Items of this calibre would hardly 
find space in the "Squash Junction" 
locals of a country weekly. They are- 
out of place in the columns of a 
journal representing any college. 

Probably the idea is that, by put- 
ting a dinning emphasis on things 
Agricultural, to win the financial and 
moral support of the Kansas farm- 
er. These tactics are out of date. 
The same publicity and energy, bent 
to the end of securing legislation, 
whereby the state institutions would 
be supported by a permanent fund, 
would settle the financial question 
once for all. It would relieve the 
College from the painful duty of hon- 
oring men who attempt to dictate 
the policies of the school, while in 
ignorance of Its real work. The peo- 
ple of Kansas are great enough in- 
tellectually to be appealed .to »lu 
other ways than by frenzied public- 
ity. The KanaaB farmer knows that 
the College was founded^ not to 
hatch chickens in electric incubatorB 
or to make butter, but to educate 
hie children in whatever of mechan- 
ic arts or agriculture they are best 
fitted for. The other is the work

For the first time in the history 
of this school, an athletic team rep- 
resenting K, S. A. C. will stage 
a game in Kansas City. Stock judg- 
ers have unfurled our banners be- 
fore the critical eyes of the public 
In the "Show-Me" metropolis, but 
never before has a football teatm 
from Manhattan striven to drafw 
their applause. 

Our vehicle for fame comes in 
the shape of the Razorback football 
team. One that has caused our 
players much trouble In seasons gone 
by, and also bids fair to open up 
some interesting plays for today. 
Last year the machine of Mike 
Ahearn journeyed down to the home 
of the warriors of Coach Bezdek, 
and had a troublesome time getting 
away with the game.

Co!lege Supplying Anti-Hog Cholera 
Serum In Quantities. 

The Kansas Agricultural college 
now is able to supply the demand 
for antf-hog cholera serum. Its plant 
how is turning out the serum at 
the rate of about 7,500 doses a 
week or a little more than 1,000 a 
day. This does not mean that the 
calls are fewer or less insistent. The 
situation is about the same as it has 
been for weeks. But the college has 
increased its capacity for manufac- 
turing serum. 

Dr. P. S .Sehoenleber, state vet- 
Inarlan at the agricultural college, 
still Is urging life immunity for 
breeding hogs, especially. This is 
done by the double or simultaenous 
method of vaccinating. The hog is 
vaccinated first with serum only. 
Ten days to two weeks later it is 
again vaccinated. But this time a 
small quantity of virulent blood or 
virus Is Injected with the serum. 
This method Is especially recom- 
mended if cholera already 1b In the 
herd or if the animals are fat or 
very highly bred. It makes a hog 
immune from cholera for life. There 
should be no danger, Dr. Sehoenleb- 
er say, of starting cholera or spread- 
ing the disease when this method is 
used. 

In several of the largest counties 
of Kansas the farmers have formed 
serum clubs to buy $1,000 worth or 
the preventive. This quantity will be 
kept In the storage cellars of the 
Men co lege for Immediate use.

THE MILK YOU DRINK. 



State Dairy Commissioner Has In- 
spected Its Source. 

An inspection, covering the pro- 
duction and handling of milk sold 
in the city of Manhattan, has heen 
completed hy the State Dairy Com- 
mission and eppreciating the wide- 
apread interest in pure and whole- 
Bome milk and dairy products, the 
following facta are presented to our 
readers. 

Manhattan derives its miik from 
approximately 250 cows, of which 
96 or more are within the city lim- 
its, 30 are on the outskirts of town, 
about 40 cows are kept on College 
property and 80 are owned and milk 
ed by dairymen living in the coun- 
try, but who deliver milk in the city. 
The total amount of milk consumed 
in Manhattan is about 1250 quarts 

dally. 

An inspection of the places, chiefly 
sheds where cows are kept within 
the city limits ah owed that in a vast 
majority of cases the cow stables 
were cruder and dirtier than tables 
where horses were kept. 

In view of the lact that the milk 
from town cowa is consumed chiefly 
by the owners or neighbors who 
have every opportunity to see how 
the cows are kept and milked, no 
action was takea by the State Dairy 
Commission in improving the condi- 
tions under which cows are kept in 
the city. This is a matter which 
probably comes under the health 



authorities and which also should 
be controlled largely by civic pride. 

A feature of milk inspection wnich 
has been applied to Manhattan milk 
is the sediment test. The milk was 
filtered through a cotton disk which 
was then photographed. The various 
amounts of dirt found in a pint of 
milk from each of the twelve prin- 
cipal dairies can then be studied by 
the public at their leisure. The re 
suits of the sediment tests require 
no further comment than to state 
that the dirt lodged on the cotton 
was dirt which could not be strained 
out of the milk with an ordinary 
strainer. In fact, most of the dai- 
rymen made a practice of straining 
their milk. 

The original cotton disks contain- 
ing the dirt are open to public in- 
spection at the office of the State 
Dairy Commissioner.

WHY ENGINEERS DO NOT RETURN 

Michigan Administration Recently- 
made Investigations by Person- 
. ai Letters. 

At the University of Michigan an 
Investigation was recently held to 
find out why so many of the stu- 
dents in the School of Engineering 
did not come back for the second 
year. The total enrollment for 1909- 
10 was 1335; and of this number 
386, besides those graduating, did 
not return. Letters were sent to 200 
of these and 12Fi replied. 

The reasons for departures, in 
general can he classified as follows: 
Miscellaneous, 13; ill health ,19; 
dissatisfaction with the department, 
8; change of intsitution, 9; change 
of course or department, 19; desire 
for practica experience, 21; and lack 
of funds, 36. 

The relatively small number of 
letters which contained any adverse 
criticism and the large/ number that 
gave lack of funds as the cause for 
abseu'p is especially notaAle.— • Ex.

lege this year. Certainly 500 farmers 
ought to attend this morning session. 

Then the afternoon of the second 
day is to be devoted to general dis- 
cussion of "cooperation" with ad- 
dresses by representatives of the Com" 
mercial club, Motor club. Grange and 
the churches. 

This is to be a very interesting 
program and it is hoped that the 
Riley county farmers' Institute will 
have a larger attendance at these 
meetings this year than ever before.

MANHATTAN HCHOOL NOTES. 

(From Manhattan Nationalist.) 
SchoolB will close Friday, Decem- 
ber 22, and re-open January 2. We 
expect to district the city and occupy 
the new building at the beginning of 
the new term. 

At the board of education meeting 
Monday evening several questions of 
importance were considered. Among 
them were the occupancy of the 
new building, the assignment of 
teachers and the adoption of a more 
extended course of study. There 
seems to be a real demand ror a 
I Normal course which will prepare 
[teachers to teach in the schools of 
| Kansas according to the require- 
ments of the law passed by the laet 
Legislature. This law requires all 
teachers, after 1917, to have four 
years of high school work or the 
equivalent of the same. To encour- 
age schools to prepare to meet the 
conditions promptly, an appropria- 
tion was made whereby schools tak- 
ing such a course of study in the 
schools should receive $500 from 
the state. 

Many schools have availed them- 
selves of this opportunity and are 
preparing teachers accordingly. They 
graduate from the Teachers' Normal 
Training course, receive a certificate 
good In any county in the state for 
three years and is renewable if the 
holder teaches one year out of the 
three. It will be necessary to se- 
cure the signature of eleven juniors 
who agree to take this course before 
we are eligible to the state appro- 
priation. 

Arrangements are being made for 
the gas engine institute which will 
be held here during the holidays.

Muddiest Fjefd Since the 1»OJ) Ok- 
lahoma Game — "Sophs'* Won. 

Prom the few faithful fans that 
witnessed the Freshman-Sophomore 
game there comes the information 
that the outcome of the mud fight 
was a Sophomore victory but as far 
far as any one on the side-lines 
knowing anything about it goeB, it 
is difficult to say whether any one 
there knew which side was which. 

After the first two or three downs 
the spectators were unable to tell The 
difference between the two sides. On 
one occasion a player in carrying 
the ball was thrown and in falling 
struck head first in about four inch- 
es of mire, result was, that on aris- 
ing he wore a very up-to-date cap of 
the finest clay in this part of the 
country. Headgears were absolutely 
unnecessary as the mire would form 
good enough protection for all. 

The game Itself was a fairly good 
exhibition and showed the relative 
strength of the two teams In good 
style. The play, with the exception 
of the first two or three downs im- 
mediately after the kick-off starting 
each half, was always .deep in the 
Freshmen territory and in many in- 
stances there were close and hard 
struggles to keep the Sophomores 
away from the Freshman goal. 

Punting was Indulged In to some 
extent and that was about all. The 
average kick did very well to climb 
over the line of scrimmage and the 
majority of them averaged about six 
or seven yards at the most. There 
were a few forward passes pulled 
off, just to make the game seem 
more natural. These were only suc- 
cessfully used by the Sophomores, 
however, and two was the limit. 
These netted the "14's" about eight 
yards total. 

Only one long run was successfully 
executed, this by f nil-hack Hobbs of 
the Sophomores in the first quarter, 
for a distance of about twenty-five 
yards. 

Drop-kicks were attempted con- 
tinually by the Sophomores but sel- 
dom did they attain height enough 
to clear the line of scrimmage, let 
alone clearing the cross-bar. 

The game, while as a whole was 
B very farclal affair, seemed to show 
some of the relative strength of the 
two teams. The play was always in 
the Freshmen territory, usually rlghi 
under the shadow of their goal posts 
yet the touchdowns just would not 
go over. The score came in the sec- 
ond quarter when the Sophomores 
had forced the Freshmen to their 
goal line and as they were attempt- 
ing to kick out the Sophomore for- 
wards rushed in and downed the 
player even before he had a chance 
to run with the oval let alone kick 
it. Who the man was that was 
thrown or the men were that nego- 
tiated the fall was not learned as 
they all looked alike from the side- 
lines and they were too modest to 
tell of their feat after the game was 

over. 

For the winners, Hobbs, Gwin, 
Moss and Hood stood out as the 
most spectacular playerB, while for 
the Freshmen the playing of Bnnes 
was the best. He played defensive 
center and offensive tackle and to say 
fne least was head-formpst in every 



play. Dalbon and Myers played clev- 
er games at the quarter and end po- 
sitions.

State Auditor W, E. Davis suggest- 
ed to Governor Stubbs and the reg- 
ents of the different state educational 
institutions yesterday that students 
from the State Agricultural college 
who are skilled in that line do the 
inspection of the hollers for the state. 
If this could be done it would mean 
a big saving to the Btate. At pres- 



ent Mils are turned in frequently 
for the inspection of boilers at the 
different state Institutions and Mr. 
Davis believes that since the State 
University and the State Agricultur- 
al college have offered to asslBt the 
different state departments this would 
be a good time to do It. 

"It would save a lot of money," 
said Mr. Davis, "and I have no doubt 
there are many students in certain 
departments of both institutions who 
could inspect boilers just as thor- 
oughly as the men who send in big 
bills for that work."

"It has always been the policy of 
Hie state to carry its own insurance," 
he said, "and it has found it cheap- 
er than taking out insurance in com- 
panies."

Schmidt 
and his crowd of huskies attacked 
our stronghold on one muddy Sat- 
urday late in September, and after 
fighting one of the hardest battles 
that has ever been staged on our 
home field, succeeded in tying the 
score six to six. This was a great 
surprise to the followers ol the Ag- 
gie teams as in previous years they 
had always been treated to a winning 
exhibition. To the close supporters 
of the pupils of Coach Lowman there 
waB no great surprise.

Prof. Lowman graduated In the 
snrlng of 1303; the degree of Bach- 
elor of Dietetics being conferred up- 
on him. 

The following year he went east, 
having determined to take a thor- 
ough course in physical education. 
The school he entered Is notable as 
being the only one of Its sort In 
the country. The studies In its cor- 
riculum consist entirely of those 
dealing with the physical being and 
Its upbuilding. Here men are given 
a course that will enable them to 
become efficient coaches in every 
sort of athletics, gymnasium direc- 
tors and experts in all matters per- 
taining to the strengthening of the 
body, or physical education. This 
institution is located at Springfield, 
Mass.. and is known as the Interna- 
tional School of Physical Training.

The course covers two years. On 
the completion of this the degree of 
Bachelor of Physical Science is he- 
stowed upon the graduates. This 
Prof. Lowman secured in 1905. 

He had scarcely ended his college 
life when he was tendered the posi- 
tion of physical director of the 
Prookllne high school of Brooklin, 
Mass. His stay at Brookllne continu- 
ed for two years during which time 
he had control of the gymnasium 
classes and acted as coach of the 
football team and in fact all of the 

His 

service was so proficient that his 
fame spread as far west as the Mis- 
souri river. His next call was to 
the Warrensburg State Normal 
School of Missouri, as the head coach 
ot all athletics. Here his work was 
a great success from the start. Dur- 
ing his one year of his occupancy 
of the coach's chair in that school, 
his football team made a splendid 
showing In the state. In baseball it 
was even better. The nine was not- 
ed as a crack squad. Out of ten 
games, many of them played with 
the strongest teams in that section 
of the country, only two were lost. 
Among the successful contests were 
two played with the University of 
Missouri, one on the Warrenshurg 
campus, the other at Columbia, Both 
Gf these games resulted in good 
scores In favor of the Lowman team. 

This made an Impression on the 
athletic comptrollers at "the Un- 1 " 
sity and when the next college term 
rolled around Lowman was requested 
tc become the baseball coach at the 
University of Missouri. He took 
this place and in addition was made 
coach of the basket ball team. He 
did not, however, confine his efforts 
to these particular sports. The fresh- 
men secured his services as coach 
of their football team and when this 
squad played Its game with the reg- 
ulars the students sat up and took 
notice at the tight squeeze given the 
varsity men. The good imperssion 
that Lowman had made was increas- 
ed by the fine showing made by the 
baseball team the following spring. 
The next fall he was appointed as- 
sociate coach of the Missouri football 
team and with the aid of Lowman, 
"Bill" Roper turned out the eleven 
that drubbed Kansas. Roper after- 
wards said that Lowman was his right 
hand man and greatest aid In de- 
feating Kansas. 

Thence went Lowman to the Al- 
abama State University and they were 
universally agreed that they had se- 
cured the best ever. Lowman's pre- 
decessor had been known as the 
"Wizard of the South" so clever and 
successful was he ,but this did not 
affect the methods of Guy S., in the 
least, in fact, he was so accustomed 
to overcoming hard tasks that he 
bad grown to rather like the Job. 
This said predecessor had resigned 
to become the coach of Alabama's 
most cordially hated rival, Washing- 
ton and Lee University. 

This school played an annual Tur- 



key Day game with the Alabama 
school and as Lowman had compar- 
atively a new bunch of men there 
were very slim hopes of an Alabama 
victory entertained*. But once more 
did Lowman overcome an obstacle 
and his team was returned a win- 
ner by the tune of 9 to 0. 

This great success In the football 
season was only a starter for the 
remainder of the year. In basket 
ball the five of Lowman was as suc- 
cessful as the football eleven had 
been and baseball and track were 
simpy two walk-away sports for the 
Alabamans'. 

Then it was that the Board of 
Regents of K. S. A. C. offered Coach 
Lowman the position of Athletic Di- 
rector in our College. He came and 
to say that he has made good would 
be terming it too mildly. On the 
past football schedule, the heaviest 
that we have ever played, we more 
than broke even. The team seemed 
to fairly jump along under his mag- 
ic guidance. Basketball promises to 
he of the classiest order that has 
ever been produced. Track and base- 
ball as yet are unknown quantities 
but from his past records we need 
have no fear but that they will be 
taken care- of In the best of style. 

Coach Lowman cannot make good 
to the fullest extent until we all 
get our shoulders to the wheel and 
push our hardest. This is the only 
method by which we can show him 
the appreciation that Is so wholly 
due him. Treat his teams with the 
greatest of courtesy both on the ath- 
letic premises and off. Boost ath- 
letics, especially, K. S. A. C. ath- 
letics clear to the top of the ladder 
and if you have ever received any 
athletic training In any branch of 
sport come out and try out for a 
team and help the coach to place 
the Aggies at the top of the Topeka 
conference pile at least.

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A Retrospective View of the 1911 Season

The referee's whistle has blown 
for the last time this season upon 
ttye Aggies' football field. The goal 
poets are wearing a desolate look; 
but before allowing the gridiron 
game to paw Into oblivion, until 
resurrected In the fall of 1912. It 
might be well to pause for a few 
moments and give a brief review of 
what has been accomplished by the 
1911 football squad. 

The beginning of the past season 
at K. S. A. €. found a new coach 
in command, and practically a green 
squad from which to mould a team, 
which was to compete with previous 
i coords. There was an abundance of 
material at hand, but it was lacking 
in the knowledge of the fundamen- 
tals, which are essential to the 
moulding of any good team, and 
there was also a lack of football in- 
S'.nct, which comes only from expe- 
rfence in games. A new coach, a 
new bunch of material, and an un- 
balanced schedule caused a state of 
uncertalnity In the minds of the stu- 
dents and all supporters as to just 
v hat the result of the season would 
be. This was only natural. It was 
absolutely necessary to spend a large 
amount of time in the early part of 
the season, on the fundamentals of 
the game. In fact, the work of the 
whole fall has been largely construc- 
tive. 

The first game of the season came 
closely upon the opening of school, 
and team work was not to be ex- 
pected. The game was played in a 
sea of mud and a large number of 
substitutes were used regardless of 
what the score would be, the re- 
sult was a tie game. The generalship 
was exceedingly poor or the result 
Eight have been very different. This 
was no more than could be expected 
sc early In the season. 

The second game of the season 
was played under practically the 
some conditions as the first. The re- 
sult of the game was 3 to In favor 
it the opponents. 

The next team we met was Ne- 
braska University at Lincoln. The 



upon the Aggie field which was there 
for a definite purpose; to prove to 

the student body that It was a true 
and representative team of the Col- 
lege and worthy of the support of 
the rooters. The game against the 
Kansas University bears with It no 
disgrace, although the score was 6 
to against the home team. Those 
who witnessed the game saw a great 
battle, ifi which the Aggies outclass- 
ed their opponents in every depart- 
ment of the game but In which that 
eternal Kansas luck played an im- 
portant part, causing the Aggies to 
go down to defeat. 

Fairmount College came next with 
a well-balanced and excellently 
coached team, and lost to the Aggies 
by the score of 9 to 6. Although 
playing the better game, the Aggies 
aid not show the form of the previ- 
ous Saturday. This was probably due 
to the previous week's strain and the 
fact that several regulars were on 
the side lines.. 

The next game, with Baker Univer- 
sity at Baldwin, Kansas, is the one 
blot upon our season's work. A slight 
feeling of overconfidence, a few of 
the regulars on the side lines, an.. 
poor generalship at critical times, 
gave the game to Baker by the score 
of 3 to 0, after the Aggies had car- 
ried the ball some 477 yards against 
a total of seventy-Beven by the Baker 
team. 

The game with Creighton - was 
played in a blinding snowstorm. The 
Aggies showing great ability In 
handling the ball under unclement 
conditions. The game was not bril- 
liant, yet it was consistently played 
and resulted In a score of 12 to t 
in favor of the home team. 

• Since the game with Kansas Uni- 
versity was the first climax of the 
season, the game with Arkansas Uni- 
versity in Kansas City on November 
18th, can be said to be the second 
climax. The Aggies played In great 
form with aggressive spirit against 
a heavier and more mature team. 
Although the final score was but 3 to 
In favor of the Aggies, yet Arkan- 



enstlne's toe for victory. It is said 
Ly many that a blocked punt, which 
if suited in a victory, or the winning 
of a game by a Held goal, Is luck, 
yet it Is all In football and a part 
of the game, and to have a man 
cr the team, who can drop the ball i 
over the goal from the 35 and 40 
yard line with 10 men charging in 
upon him, with a' line which can 
bold the attack of these 10 charg- 
ing individuals, and allow the kick 
to get off deliberately and with ac- 
curacy ,1s something to be commend- 
ed. 

A final summary of the games 
played and the season's work shows 
a constant development of an Imma- 
ture team, step by step, to a fairly 
mature one as the season advanced. 
Although not brilliant on offense, 
yet the team developed Into a great 
defensive machine, which Is in ac- 
cord with the game of football as 
now played. At no time during the 
season was any team, with the ex- 
ception of Nebraska, able to pene- 
trate our defense for any consistent 
gains, and Nebraska, herself, could 
do nothing with our line, but after 
wearing our team down she was able 
to run our ends at will and this 
was largely the fault of our secon- 
dary defense, which did not support 
cur line and ends as it should. The 
game of football, as now played, 
makes It practically Impossible for 
a team to score after getting with- 
in the opponts fifteen yard line un- 
less there Is an accurate drop or place 
kicker in the line-up. While it may 
have been thought by some that the 
Aggies were especially weak in scor- 
ing, yet we find the same cry com- 
ing from all over the country — lack 
ol ability to score after getting with- 
in striking distance. In fact, there 
has been bo much dissatisfaction with

The defeat at 
the hands of Nebraska University, 
tbe loyalty of the student body In 
meeting the train at two o'clock in 
the morning had had a marvelous 
effect upon the team. The week pre

The final game of the season was 
staged with Washburn at Topeka on 
Thanksgiving day. Although Man- 
hattan was doped to be a much 
stronger team than Washburn, yet 
Washburn had a much stronger ag- 
gregation than she was given credit 
fcr having. We were satisfied with 
the result of the game, which was a 
score of 6 to 5 in favor of the Ag- 
gies.

staff by the students and all other 
supporters. The attendance and the 
enthusiasm at the games has been 
above criticism. A student body that 
will meet an overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed team at two o'clock In the morn- 
ing is worthy of the best that any 
team and coach can give. After all, 
it Is the students and support behind 
the team, the feeling of confidence 
that the team has In the student 
body, and the confidence which the 
student body has In the team, that 
brings the best results. Coaching Is 
tbe secondary and largely a detail. 
Everyone Is appreciative of the loy- 
alty shown by the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural College student. Too much 
praise cannot be given the men on 
the squad, who sacrificed time and 
pleasures, and who worked faithfully 
and consistently all season to build 
up a team which should be worthy of 
tbe name of the institution which It 
represented. 

There has been perfect willingness 
en the part of every Individual to 
do that which was for the best In- 
terests of the team, as a whole, and, 
realizing the sacrifices and hardships,

HORSE FEEDING TESTS 



Agricultural College Determines Val- 
ue of Grain and Hay. 

The largest horse feeding experi- 
ment ever conducted has just been 
completed by the Kansas Agricultur- 
al college co-operating with the Unit- 
ed States government. The results 
of this test in which 937 horses own- 
ed by the government were used 
were made public before the Kansas 
Horse Breeders' association by Dr. 
C W. McCampbell, of the Agricul- 
tural colege, who superintended the 
gigantic experiment.

meal for each of those 937 horses 
was weighed and mixed in the pro- 
per proportions. Every horse was 
weighed before and after the test 
The average weight of the horses 
used was 1150 pounds. They were 
artillery horses doing as much work, 
probably, as horses on the farm. 

It was found that other feeds may 
be substituted entirely for oats in a 
ration for work horses with as good 
results and much cheaper. Oats was 
proved a better feed for work horses 
than corn, though more expensive. 
Seventy-six horses fed oats gained 
sixteen pounds — an average gain — 
while the same number of horses 
eating corn lost twenty-nine pounds 
each. But corn, when fed with the 
proper amount of alfalfa with the 
right quality, gave as good results as 
oats and waB 50 per cent cheaper 
Alfalfa hay, properly fed, was found 
to he a more valuable roughage than 
either timothy or $ra|rie &ay. #»d IV

Student* in Journaism Will Elect 

Their Own Staff — Copy Will be 

Read and Make-up Cared for 

by the Coming Re. 

porters. 

The journalism cubs will write the 
material, edit the copy, and make 
up the paper for The Kansas Indus- 
trialist of January 27. A notice of 
this will be given in the issue of The 
Industrialist for January 13. The stu- 
dents in journalism will elect their 
staff for the issue. All that Professor 
Dillon will do will be to see that the 
style of the material contained in 
the paper remains the same. It is not 
intended that the paper should con- 
tain campus news, but farm stories 
and editorials such as the paper has 
been publishing. 

Professor Dillon is enthusiastic 
about the plan. 

"I believe," he said, "that the stu- 
dents will make the most of the is- 
sue. It will help themselves, the 
school ,and the paper. Besides, peo- 
ple over the state wilt see what's go- 
ing on here.'* 

Girls Will Help, Too. „. " 

The students in journalism will 
elect the staff soon. Some of them 
have had experience and wiil handle 
the job capably. Not only the boys 
will have a chance to write, but the 
girls who are taking the work will 
do their share. The staff will get 
the material ready in the offices of 
"The Industrialist; they will use the 
typewriters there; they may use cuts 
from the supply of the office. First 
and last, the cubs will do the work. 
Professor Dillon will keep merely a 
fond and watchful eye upon them and 
hope for the outcome. 

Department Growing. 

When the department of industrial 
journalism was established in 1910 a 
great many persons made light of the 
idea; others merely smiled and wait- 
ed for the idea to fizzle; and some 
didn't understand just, what those 
two words, industrial journalism 
meant. Getting up farm, stories in 
an attractive way, especially by Col- 
lege students, did not appeal to them. 
But the department has grown in im- 
portance and numbers; people know 
of its work. And the editors of 
Kansas welcome the Kansas Indus- 
trialist every week. Certainly they 
will be eager to see the issue prepar- 
ed by the students. 



Records of Student Organizations Wil ; 
Be Examined. 

The books of all student organi- 
zations will be audited by a commit- 
tee consisting of the president and 
secretary of the organization and 
the College financial secretary. At 
the last faculty meeting in December 
the following rule was adopted: 

"That the books and accounts of 
the treasurers of all student organi- 
zations be audited at the expiiation 
of their terms of office, by a commit- 
tee consisting of the presidnt ana 
secretary of the organization and the 
financial secretary of the College; al- 
so the findings of this committee be 
made to the organizations." 

Most iarge colleges have similar 
rulings. The object is to place the 
financial aaffirs of the College organ- 
izations on a more business-like bas- 
is. The function of the financial sec- 
retary of the College in this caBe 
will be similar to that of a bank ex 
aminer. The advantage resulting, 
both to student organizations and 
the College, is evident. No associa- 
tion that handles money Is free at 
all times from the charge of graft. 
There are many student activities 
that necessarily entail the collection 
and expenditure of large amounts 
of money. The senior class this 
year has been assessed $10 a mem- 
ber to publish the class-book. It is 
no more than just to those who han- 
dle the funds that proper business 
form be followed. It is proper also, 
that the College know officially the 
condition of the student finances, in- 
asmuch as the College reputation is 
affected by the student organizations. 



Kansas City Editor Speaks to the 
Students. 

H. J. Haskell, editor-in-chief of 
the Kansas City Star spoke in stu- 
dent assembly yesterday.

The Rock Island is petitioning the 
city of Manhattan for a right way to 
the college. The proposed line for 
the spur would cross Anderson av- 
enue and enter college territory from 
the south. There is some opposi- 
tion to the granting of the franchise. 
The Rock Island will bear the ex- 
pense of the spur if the right of way 
is granted. The city council of Man- 
hattan is now considering the pro- 
position. The present method of 
hauling freight to the college is in- 
adequate: 

Would Save the College Money 
*he college has needed better fa- 
cilities for hauling freight, and need- 
ed them badly, too. At one time, 
while the streets were muddy, every 
team that the college can call its 
own was hauling coal. Other things 
had to wait. Getting the coal was 
the first consideration; it Is now, for 
that matter. If the spur Is built it 
will mean a saving to the college of 
$5000 a year, and that estimate is a 
low one. Morever, th e college could 
get coal when it needed it and not 
have to depend on drays and paper- 
sack methods as at present. Probably 
if the right of way Ib granted the 
coal supply will not fall so low and 
several hundreds of students will not 
be in a state of suspense as to the 
question of an enforced vacation. 
Such a spur as is proposed would be 
of considerable advantage to the col- 
lege In other ways than the hauling 
of coal. It would save time and 
money. 

Plan Meets With Opposition. 
Doubtless considerable opposition 
to the proposed spur will be made. 
Some of the property owners fear a 
decrease in the value of their hold- 
ings and are against the granting of 
the franchise. The matter is up to 
the council at present. The college 
authorities are hoping for a favor- 
able outcome. 



Classes Cannot Arrange Games. 

No team from the college can 
schedule games of its own accord. 
The athletic board has decided that 
class teams will not be allowed to 
arrange for games. The department 
of athletics does not favor the prom- 
lscous scheduling of contests. Class

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PRESIDENT OF BOARD ANSWERS. 

The following is a letter, handed 
to the editor, by D. Chas. Clarke, 
president of the oratorical board. The 
entire letter is printed with no chang- 
es whatever. 
Editor Herald, 
Dear Sir: — 

I want to reply to a few asser- 
tions made by you in a recent edi- 
torial under the head Oratorical 
Postponement. You say the societies 
voted to postpone the contest. The 
societies refused to pass an amend- 
ment making the date of the contest 
the seventh Saturday of the winter 
term. The Board had a committee 
appointed to get Judges for the con- 
test and suggested that February 17 
would probably be the date of the 
contest since an amendment to that 
effect was before the societies. This 
amendment failed to get the neces- 
sary majority but while it was being 
considered, a member of the Board, 
in studying the books of the associa- 
tion, found that an amendment had 
been passed last year which gave 
the Board full power to set the date.

17.

HAVE A FEE FOR ATHLETICS? 

Sports Are Supported Poorly Kin an- 
cially, Now, 

Athletics at K.S.A.C, are not a 
success financially. Athletic sports 
have fallen short of money-making 
enterprises. Still there has been 
complaint about light schedules. At 
different times the students have 
clamored for better games. Why is 
it, they ask, that so many teams 
from smaller schools are brought to 
Manhattan when the Aggie teams are 
of the calibre of Missouri Valley 
colleges. Money, is the answer. 

The scheduling of games with large 
colleges entails considerable expendi- 
ture. Taking a football squad to 
Lincoln is an expensive affair. For 
this reason only one or two big games 
can be scheduled for Manhattan ev- 
ery year. Season tickets will not 
allow many big games. 

Different plans for supporting ath- 
letics are in use in the colleges of 
the country. Several years ago the 
University of Kansas faced the pro- 
position of bette- support for ath- 
letics. The authorities instituted a 
fee for all student affairs. Student 
activities besides athletic contests 
were included In return for the fees. 
Eighty per cent of the money tawen 
I in was set apart for athletics. The 
plan has been successful at Lawrence. 
At Missouri and Michigan the same 
plan is used. At the University of 
Colorado a compulsory fee is charged 
every student. The same idea is car- 
ried out in many other colleges. Us- 
ually, a book of coupons is given 
when the fee is paid. The coupons 
are torn off, the same as the pres- 
ent basketball books here. 

It has been suggested that this 
plan be put into operation at Man- 
hattan. Athletics at K.S.A.C. have 
received unsatisfactory financial sup- 
port. The first step In the matter 
would have to be taken by the stu- 



dent body. A regular fee would give ■ 
the athletic authorities a definite ! 
amount of money to work with and 
would do away with much uncertain- 
tsr.
